Dear LIFE Preview Reader: 

In last month's inserts I brought you up to date on the overall strengths of 
LIFE's circulation and advertising this Fall and on some of our exciting editorial 
plans for the months ahead. This week I would like to return to LIFE's circulation 
to discuss the hows and whys of our new six and a half million-plus copies a week, 
Our circulation methods are of obvious interest to advertisers, particularly in 
this year of our dynamic growth. 

In describing our circulation policies and practices let me start by making 
a deep bow in the direction of the Audit Bureau of Circulation (ABC). This organi- 
zation -- a mutual responsibility and interest of advertisers, agencies and media 
alike -- has long established the framework within which LIFE has operated and will 
continue to operate on circulation matters. We believe firmly in the valid function 
and service of the ABC and abide strictly by its provisions and controls in every 
move we make. For one thing, we are grateful to ABC because the ground rules it 
has set always make answering your questions regarding our circulation relatively 
easy. It is always simple —- and always accurate -- to say: "Let's look at the 


ABC statement." 


A Policy Which Emphasizes Direct Mail 


A magazine circulation policy should fulfill two main functions. It mst 
help create the most useful market for the advertiser and it mst be efficient -- 
i.e. produce just as much profit to the advertiser and to the publisher as possible. 
In LIFE's case these two aims are complementary. 

LIFE's overall objective is to have flowing into its circulation mix as 
many regular customers as possible. To do this we rely on a variety of marketing 
methods. Our major emphasis is on direct mail subscriptions and on renewals by 
direct mail, These tend to concentrate LIFE's subscribers among desired segments 
of the population; the costs of renewals by these means are low; and, as all our 
readership studies through the years have shown, they provide a constant and 


responsive audience of high quality to which the advertiser can beam his message 


with maximum assurance of repeat impact. 
LIFE's use of direct mail as the major emphasis in its circulation formula 

is not new. From its beginning in 1936, the magazine's policy has been to solicit 

new short term subscriptions at relatively low rates by direct mail, After the 

product has been well sampled by the short-term reader, we convert him to longer 

term subscriptions. It is this technique, in the main, which has been responsible 

for LIFE's growth from a few hundred thousand to today's more than six and a half 


million circulation each week. This is also the technique which has brought TIME to 


over 2,300,000, SPORTS ILLUSTRATED close to 900,000 and FORTUNE to over 300,000. 
Our methods of obtaining subscriptions are quite different from those used 

by some other publishers. For instance, during the first half of 1959, 63% of LIFE 

subscriptions came through direct mail as against 39.8% for the Post and 8.2% for 

Tooke 


The Kind of Circulation is Significant 


The quality of circulation should be, and is, of utmost importance to 
advertisers. As I have mentioned, LIFE's focus on direct mail selling, we believe, 
has an important bearing on that quality. 

First, it tends to concentrate LIFE's circulation in the areas where buying 
power is highest -- the areas advertisers most want to reach. For instance, in 
the top ten states, accounting for better than half the nation's total retail 
sales, LIFE's circulation tops Post or Look by better than 00,000 copies every 
week, At the other end of the ladder, in the least desirable markets, the picture 
is reversed. In the bottom ten states, which produce only a total of 3.1% of 


U.S. retail sales, Post and Look sell more copies than we do -- in fact, the Post 


leads LIFE in nine out of ten of these "heart of America" states. 
Secondly, our studies also show that LIFE's new subscriptions and renewals, 
resulting predominantly from direct mail, are concentrated in the best parts of 
the best markets -- the metropolitan suburbs, where income and education are highest 
Reflecting all new sales and renewals, for the first half of this year the 


total subscription standing of LIFE, Post and Look was:

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WHEN CONTROVERSIES 
THRIVE, ‘LIFE’ DOES TOO 


Controversy, so the story goes, first got 
its start on earth when a disputatious 
angel objected to the way things were 
being run in heaven and was summarily 
tossed out. That original controversy 
has been a gold mine for writers; both 
the Bible and John Milton—in his fiery 
poem Paradise Lost—got a good deal 
of copy out of it, In this week’s LIFE, 
for instance, controversy on many lev- 
els has led to plenty of good stories. 

One of the most controversial sub- 
jects today is the mixed-up U.S. tax sit- 
uation. On pages 51-60 a man who has . 
a big say on this subject sounds off, SECRETARY FLEMMING IN EFFIGY 
Congressman Wilbur Mills, chairman of 
the powerful House Ways and Means 
Committee, where tax bills originate, gives some horrible examples 
of tax injustice and proposes some drastic reforms. On page 45 the 
latest chapter in the controversial communications scandal rears 
its ugly head in a story about “payola,” the money slipped secretly 
to radio station disk jockeys in return for promoting records. In 
politics, which thrives on differences of opinion, Nelson Rockefeller 
goes west to try out the new terrain, and other hopefuls (pp. 36, 
37) try to make the most ot controversial new issues. 

Politics, corruption, taxes—all these are bound to lead to con- 
troversy. So is birth control, some acceptable form of which seems 
to be the only way out of the problems chillingly posed the world 
by the great population explosion. Robert Coughlan’s article on 
pages 158-176 tells how close science has come to finding prac- 
tical, permissible methods of birth control, 

But controversy also turned up in some unexpected places. What 
could be less controversial than cranberries? Yet this week a cab- 
inet officer—Health, Education and Welfare Secretary Arthur Flem- 
ming—was hanged in effigy over them (p. 28). The word “cran- 
berries” was on just about everybody’s tongue and the big ques- 
tion was would the berries themselves be on anybody's dinner 
plate when Thanksgiving comes around. Equally unexpected and 
potentially controversial were the words of toy king Louis Marx 
who, in our big pre-Christmas color story on toys from all over 
the world (p. 104), takes a few cracks at a sacred cow of U.S. toy- 
making—the educational toy. 

And then there is a new campus hobby of “hunkering” (p. 125). 
We don't like to borrow trouble, but we're prepared for a dispute

MERCY, MA! NO CRANBERRIES? 


Last week a man named Arthur S. Flemming 
was symbolically hauled away in an ambulance 
for a deed as awful as denouncing motherhood 
on the eve of Mother's Day. As Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, he came out 
against cranberries, just as everybody was be- 
ginning to plan the ritual Thanksgiving feed. 

Secretary Flemming complained that some 
cranberries grown in Washington and Oregon 
bogs had been contaminated by a weed killer 
called aminotriazole—known to cause cancer 
in rats (if they are fed enough of it). He warned 
the housewife to buy only cranberries whose 
ancestry she was sure of. The trouble, it quick- 
ly developed, is that it is hard to tell where a 
cranberry comes from. 

While the Secretary's inspectors were put- 
ting the berries under surveillance, the rest of 
the country got scared. Supermarket chains 
quickly hid their cranberries. Restaurants took 
them off the menu and one famous Chicago 
eating place prudently put its stock under lock 
and key. In Washington and Oregon, bulldoz- 
ers had already buried 750 tons of suspect ber- 
ries. In California two shipments were seized 


by federal court order. Cranberry growers in 
five states, seeing a $50 million crop gone to 
pot, allowed that Flemming was “ill informed, 
ill advised, irresponsible,” and worse than any 
thing in Russia. 

‘The cranberry had defenders, but some were 
skittish. One Massachusetts politician agreed 
to attend a cranberry festival—if he was served 
red wine that only looked like cranberry juice. 
The braver stomachs of Vice President Nixon 
and Senator Jack Kennedy manfully swallowe 
cranberry products in Wisconsin. (Later the 
government seized 20 tons from Wisconsin 
Rapids, the town where Nixon had four help- 
ings.) Dr. C. Boyd Shaffer. the toxicologist 
who had tested aminotriazole for its maker, 
American Cyanamid, declared a person would 
have to eat “15,000 pounds a day for many 
years” to get sick on cranberries—an exagger- 
ation obvious to anybody who ever suffered a 
Thanksgiving bellyache. 

In the midst of all the uproar it was per- 
haps fitting to discover that the cranberry 
weeds which aminotriazole kills so effectively 
are called “horsetail rush” and “panic gras

EDITORIAL 


uanscivinc Day, which is both a religious and a pa- 
Tes occasion, may seem an anomalous holiday for a 
country that separates church and state. This consideration 
gave President Jefferson so much trouble that he refused to 
follow the example set by President Washington, author of 
the first federal Thanksgiving Day proclamation. But Lincoln 
revived it in the middle of the Civil War and we have cele- 
brated it each year since with feasting, thanks and prayer. 
“On that day let us gather in sanctuaries dedicated to wor- 
ship and in homes . . .” says President Eisenhower's 1959 
proclamation, “to express our gratitude for the inestimable 
blessings of God.” 

God (even Jefferson agreed) is the source of the liber 
our Constitution was drawn to protect, and our political in- 
stitutions, including freedom of religion, were designed by 
and for a believing people. The positive role of religion in 
American self-government has been noted by every student 
since Tocqueville (who said “by regulating domestic life, it 
regulates the state”), Inevitably, Jefferson’s “wall of separa- 
tion” has been breached in several places, such as the tax- 
supported chaplaincies of the Armed Services. Thanksgiving 
is the most hallowed breach. It is a day on which the chap- 
lains of three creeds (Protestant, Catholic and Jewish) are 
accustomed to hold services in the same place together. It is 
a gesture of spiritual unity in a pluralistic society, which 
can be observed with varying degrees and styles of reverence 
not only by Christian and Jewish and unchurched Ameri- 
cans, but by Buddhists, some 60,000 of whom in Hawaii are 
joining the Union as full-fledged citizens this year. 


O on our national card of thanks in peaceful and pros- 
perous 1959, let’s include a grateful mention of Thanks- 
giving Day itself. We need this sane and humbling reminder 
of our debt to Providence, both as individuals and as a na- 
tion. And with our thanks could go a thought for the holi- 
day’s specific human source. We owe it not to all the creeds 
that now celebrate it but to one of them; the nonconforming 
Protestants of New England. 

The Pilgrims of Plymouth Colony, who held the firs 
Thanksgiving in 1621, had no regular harvest-time holiday 
They gave general thanks when Governor Bradford saw a 
cause for it (he saw more frequent cause for fasting and 
humiliation). The Pilgrims had no inherited holidays or con- 
ventions. They were people of quest, not of ritual. They were 
held together less by common experience than by a common 
love of God, a common desire to worship Him and a common 
thirst for new Christian truth. 

Their pastor at Leyden, John Robinson, was a good Cal- 
vinist, but when they sailed for America he told them: “The 
Lord has more truth yet to break forth from His Holy Word 
... Luther and Calvin were great and shining lights in their 
times, yet they penetrated not the whole counsel of God. . . . 
Be ready to receive whatever truth shall be made known to 
you from the written word of God.” 

They never forgot that farewell sermon. They were true 
children of the Reformation, that great watershed in Chris- 
tian history that swept away the barriers between Every- 
man and God. The Reformation proyed—though not for the 
first or last time—the Faith’s incredible power to renew 
itself. The Pilgrims were convinced and conscious agents 
of this renewal. 

From this particular renewal flowed many great events: the

spread of religious liberty, the political and civil liberty it 
drew after it, zeal for popular education and democracy, im- 
planted first in congregational and then in civil polity by the 
logic of “the priesthood of all believers.” No wonder our 
civil empire, as it expanded from a coastal wilderness over 
a continent, should honor the holiday and share the thanks 
of a band to whom such blessings can be traced. 

But these blessings, as Gibbon said, were “the consequence 
rather than the design of the Reformation.” And it had other 
consequences, also not designed, which support Emerson's 
statement that everything God made has a crack in it. One of 
these consequences is the continuous fission of Protestant- 
ism: the supremacy of private conscience, where (said Lu- 
ther) “God wants to be alone.” has multiplied the creeds to 
the point of absurdity. And creeds too narrowly shared (at 
least when not persecuted) are too easily drained of convic- 
tion. Since the Great Awakening of Jonathan Edwards’ time, 
American Protestantism has thrived in numbers but dwindled 
in conviction, It has largely lost the intense theological seri- 
ousness and curiosity that marked its birth. It has lost the 
Pilgrims’ concern for “more truth yet.” 

Professor Muehl of the Yale Divinity School, perhaps con- 
fusing cause with consequence, calls the Reformation “a 

imarily quantitative movement,” aimed at dismantling 
lesiastical mechanisms that hoarded salvation and 
blocked the flow of grace” to the average man. He argues that 
“the unending Reformation” has continued this simplifying 
process, smoothing the difficulties of faith the way demo- 
cratic education tries to smooth the difficulties of algebra or 
aesthetics. American Christianity has come to share “the 
shallowness and vulgarity of the mass mind.” It deals in 

‘cheap grace,” it oversimplifies eternal mysteries with slogans 
and formulae like the Golden Rule. “Our tragedy is not that 
we suppose that even the simple can know something of God, 
but that only the simple can know anything of God.” The 
time has come, says Muehl, for a qualitative Reformation. 

Amen to that. But also for such a reformation there are no. 
better models than the Pilgrims. There was nothing simplistic 
in the depth of their conviction. The quality of truth was 
their first concern, 


E have kept our devotion, which the Pilgrims gave us, 

to the dignity of every individual, and to government 
consent and compact, and our “allegiance to principles 
rather than to persons” (as Henry Steele Commager puts it). 
But what of the other part of the Puritan tradition: its “deep- 
seated moral purpose. its ceaseless search for salvation, its 
passion for righteousness and for justice, and its subordina- 
tion of material to spiritual ends”? These we also inherited, 
but mislaid. Like the Pilgrims in quest of more and better 
truth, we must now also look for them ahead. 
Thanksgiving is a genial admission of known ble 
hut God imposes on us a greater obligation than thanks.

Edmond T. McKenzie, 48, has worked in broad- 
casting in Detroit since 1937. His career, income 
and popularity had gone steadily upward until he 


quit bigtime radio in disgust some eight months 
ago. Here he tells what made him want to leave.

Eight months ago I quit a $60,000-a-year disk 
jockey job on Detroit Station WXYZ. 
not stand present-day “formula radio’ 
bad music, its incessant commercials in bad 
taste, its subservience to ratings and its pres- 
sures of payola. Because of the charts that are 
put together by numbers of music trade pub- 
lications that rate the popularity of records, I 
had to play music on my program that I would 
never have played otherwise. And the charts 
are phony because of the most disgusting part 
of the radio industry—payola. 

Payola really got started about 10 years 
Until then the record business was controlled 
by the big companies like Decca, Columbia, 
RCA-Victor and Capitol. When the obscure 
little record companies started up and began 
turning out offbeat records by unknown art- 
ists, they looked for a way to get their product 
distributed and played. The answer was payola: 
offering disk jockeys cash to play records they 
wouldn't ordinarily play. 

I never took payola because to me it was 
completely dishonest, but I was often ap- 
proached by small companies who were hav- 
ing a tough time getting their stuff on the air. 
They would say, “Well, how much do you 
want to ride this record for the next three 

weeks?” They might offer $100 for a one-week 
ride, which would have meant playing the r 
ord several times a day to make it popular. 

Many disk jockeys are on the weekly pay- 
roll of five to 10 record companies, which can 
mean a side income of $25,000 to $50,000 a 
The payment is by cash in an envelope. 
Phil Chess, co-owner of ( Checker and 
Argo Records, told me that when he called on 
certain disk jockeys to promote his records, 
the first question some jockeys asked was, 


“How many dead presidents are there for me?”

Another way to rig the key cities is to fix 
the best-seller charts. I know many record pro- 
duction men who take out a girl who works on 
the local chart, They give her a big time, wine 
her and dine her, buy her gifts, become very 
friendly. Then they get her to list their record, 
even if it isn’t a bi 

It’s even worse in the bigtime. Many musie 

publishers tell me that to get a song played on 
one popular teen-age proj they have to 
give the star 50% of the song. He wants ei 
half the song or a half-interest in the 
ing artist before he will put it on his pr 
He rejects many songs because he can’t get a 
piece of the record. 
"Slicing up” an artist in this way often 
volves a jockey. A few years ago we had a 
case like this in Detroit when a New York song 
plugger, a nightclub owner and a local disk 
jockey sliced up Johnnie Ray early in his ca- 
reer. They pushed and plugged him in Detroit 
until he became popular, but they never got 
their cut of Ray's subsequent big earnings. 
Johnnie Ray didn’t dare come back to sing 
Detroit until he bought back the club owne 
share of his contract. 

Payola usually begins when a song plugger 
or publisher comes to town and takes the jock- 
ey out for dinner. The sky's the limit on en- 
tertainment—drinks everything. There 
is always a big follow-up at Christmas. They 
flood you with liquor, TV sets, I

RECORD MAKER DESCRIBES PAYOFF 


Three months ago, on his program over a Chicago ra- 
dio station, Broadcaster Phil Lind got from a local rec- 
ord company executive a completely candid account of 
how the disk jockeys work the payola. The explo- 
sive interview drew practically no public reaction at 
the time. Here Lite prints excerpts from the inter- 
view and reveals who the executive is: Dirk Summers, 
president of Roslyn Records, a small new company. 


Summers: They have a policy here in Chicago. To 
get a record played, well, to be very blunt, you have 
to pay so much. 

Linn: To whom? 

Summers: Well, this can be to the program direc- 
tor, to the disk jockeys themselves. It depends. 

Lin: Do they stipulate certain prices? 

Summers: I was told how much—by a very fa- 
jockey. I was told how much it would cost 
me per week to have the record played four times a 
day on his station. 

Linp: How much would that cost? 

‘Sumner it would cost me $200 a week for this 
one deeja 

Lin: You signed deals with him? 

Suwaers: Oh, no, we never signed deals. They 
wouldn’t sign anything. You have to pay them in 
cash. Always in cash. 

Linp: What was the smallest deal offered you? 

Sumaers; A hundred dollars a week. 

Linn: And what would he do for one hundred 
dollars? 

SumMmens: He would play it two times a day on 
his morning program. 

Linn: How could he play it two times a day on 
one morning program? 

Summers: Well, he would play two selections 
from the album. There are four in the album. 

Livp: He would speak about it in glowing terms? 

Summers: I don’t know whether he would do 
that or not. He didn’t promise that.

There are something like 127 record compa- 
nies in the country. Now if you figure that they are 
getting $200 just from me, and say they just take 10

Sunoens: Oh, very definitely. I was told by this 
one deejay that he could either make this record or 
no one would ever hear it. The choice is mine. 

Lip: What was the highest fee that you came 
across? 

Susmeens: Two per cent interest in my recording 
company which at the stock face value would be 
about $3,000, He wanted to become a stockholder in 
my company. 

Linn: For how long a period? 

Summers: Well, he said that he would help me 
with any future releases. 

Lip: This is permanent?

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year. Now this, it so happens, is exactly the income that his neighbor 
Mr. Jones receives. But poor unfortunate Mr. Jones gets all the money 
as salary. His boss provides no company restaurant, no free insurance 
and no pension plan, and his job does not require him to do any enter- 
taining for the company. He has to buy his own meals, fun and insur- 
ance—and report every cent of his $8,350 earnings to the tax collector. 
Smith and Jones are equal in actual real earnings, but for tax purposes 
their earnings are $2,350 apart. 

Both have a small outside income, exactly $200 each, from money 


they inherited. Lucky Mr. Smith has the money invested in some 
school bonds issued by his city, All state and municipal bonds are 
tax-exempt, so Smith does not have to report his $200 as income. 


But Jones, who has his money in a savings account, has to report 
Lis interest. The discrepancy between their earnings for tax purpo 
thus grows by another $200. 

The kind of deductions the laws let them take makes the gap even 
wider, Smith owns the house he lives in, subject to a $15,000 mort- 
gage. The tax laws let him deduct the $750 he is paying in interest 
this year on the mortgage, as well as the $500 he pays in local property 
taxes. Jones rents his house—and though his rentis set high enough 
to cover the landlord’s interest charges and 
taxes, Jones gets no deductions. 

Smith is the sole support of an elderly 
aunt by blood, and the tax rules let him list 
her as a dependent and take a $600 dedue. 
on. Jones also supports an elderly aunt, 
but unfortunately she is an aunt by mar- 
riage, Jones gets no deduct 

For five straight weeks last summer Smith 
was sick. His company kept paying him his 
usual salary—and fur some mysterious rea- 
son the tax laws provide that any pay up to 
$100 a week received after the first week of 
illness shall be tax deductible, Even though 
all his doctor and hospital bills were covered 
by the insurance his company buys for him, Smith can knock off an- 
other $100, Poor Jones, who had the misfortune to stay well, cannot. 

And there you have it. Let us say that both Smith and Jones have a 
wife and two children and that each contributes $300 a year to charity, 
After all is said and done, Smith pays an income tax of $210. Jones 
pays $1,090, Where is the justice? 

Our tax laws~-revised each year, with something added here, some- 
thing subtracted there—are like some fantastic building on which a 
dozen contractors have been working at once, each from a different 
blueprint. The laws have long since lost sight of the real purpose of 
taxation, which is simply to raise the money the government needs to 
pay its bills, They are full of contradictions and inequities and are 
totally inadequate to do the job of raising the tremendous revenues 
our government needs, Bringing order out of the chaos is as impor 
tant lo our national survival as is our defense program—which in the 
long run can only be as good as our tax revenues permit it to be. 
On the one hand our tax laws are terribly tough. Our rates of 52% 
n corporate earnings and 20% to 91% on individual incomes are dis- 
couraging to progress and expansion and in some cases are even con- 
fiseatory. On the other hand the laws are full of special provisions 
through which a shrewd or lucky taxpayer can often escape paying 
nywhere near his full share. Some of the loopholes were put into the 
laws deliberately to provide relief from our terribly high tax rates for 
individuals or for businesses Congress considered especially deserv- 
ing. Some loopholes are accidental: as the laws have beeome more and 
more complex, it has become almost impossible to write a new rule 
that will cover all possible contingencies. 

No businessman can make a move today without considering the 
effect on his taxes, Let me give you an example of how taxes can affect 
the business world. Suppose that a New England textile mill has lost 
$2 million in recent years and its owner is ready to give up on it, 
Some civic leaders in the community get together to try to save the 
jobs the mill represents. They can afford to pay a modest price for 
the mill, and they have some plans for improved efficiency which may 
enable it to make some modest earnings. Can they buy it, keep it going 
and have a fair chance of saving it for their town? No indeed. 

In the strange world of high tax finance, a company which has lost 
2 million in the last few years is a valuable asset. Some profitable com- 
pany will pay a big price for it just to acquire that record of losses— 
which can then be carried to the next year's tax return, can be set 
off against $2 million of earnings, and will thus save its new owner 
$1,040,000 in taxes. True, the company that buys up the mill and its 
losses must meet some very technical provisions of the tax laws, but 
these provisions are so easy to meet that they have sometimes been re- 
ferred to as “blueprinting” the way to a nice tax saving. The mill itself

Should business companies be permitted, as they are now, to de- 
spend on entertainment? This is one important 
h the Ways and Means Committee hopes to explore, be- 
cause there certainly is a strong argument that the present poli 
wrong, If we want to keep the free market that has given America its 
present economic might, the argument goes, companies should com- 
pete with each other on quality and price—not on how expensive a 
restaurant meal their salesmen are willing to buy for prospective cus- 
tomers. At any rate it would appear that all companies have now been 
driven to set up vast entertainment budgets so that entertainment no 
longer has any effect on making sales, All it does is make it impos- 
sible for any average citiz ending his own money, to afford a 
meal in one of the fancy expense-account restaurants, a room at a lop 
hotel or a decent seat at a Broadway show. 
other problems we must investigate are the special depletion 
allowances which reduce the taxes paid on oil wells and mining prop- 
erties, and the various fast w fs of capital investment which have 
been permitted under some special provisions enacted in the last five 
years. The first of these exempts about $3 billion of corporate income 
from federal taxes; the second exempts about $4 billion, and miscella- 
neous other provisions of our complex laws exempt perhaps another 
$3 billion. If all real earnings of corporations were taxed—not just 
those that currently qualify as earnings for tax purposes—we could 
lower the corporation tax rate from the present 52% to about 44% and 
still raise just as much revenue. 

‘The provisions allowing these deductions from taxable income were 
all more or less consciously added to the law to achieve some special 
objective, such as to encourage economic growth or to increase the 
availability of natural resources. It might help to think about them 
as the equivalent of a subsidy paid to business to obtain these objec- 
tives. This particular subsidy never gets examined in any appropria- 
tions committee hearings at budget time. When we think the budget is 
tight, we may look around for places to cut expenditures by slowing 
down the missile program or by slowing down highway construction, 
but since the subsidies are hidden in the tax law, they escape notic 
A careful examination is long overdue. ie 

The personal income tax, some of whose quirks we have examined 
in the amazing case of Mr. Smith and Mr. Jones, is even more of a 
problem. The revenue from this tax is running about $41 billion a 
year. This is not really so much, when it is considered that the total 
income of all Americans, including their capital gains, runs about $392 
billion a year. If we taxed all this $392 billion down to the last penny, 
the average tax rate would have to be only about 10%. 

But we do not even begin to tax this entire amount. First of all, we 
grant each American an exemption of $600. This is done on the theory

IHROUGH alll the ages, parents have been perplexed by the prob- 
ns of buying toys their children are certain to like. What 
© to them too often turns out to be a dud with the 
generation of distraught parents ch 
- to 10-year-olds (golden ages for toys), Lire turned to Louis 
Marx, the world’s biggest and most successful toymaker, and asked 
him to explain the characteristics a good toy must have. Marx oper- 
ates five toy factories in the U.S. and 14 overseas, from England to 
Hong Kong, At 63 he still personally originates and designs, or eri 
improves on, every toy put out by his company. 

According to Marx there are six factors to weigh in appraising a 
toy.

Science is near success in a search 


for way to curb runaway population

HERE is a race going on in the world that few people seem to know 
bout, although its outcome affects us all, our children and grand- 
children, our country and the future of our way of life. It may, in fact, 
be the most important event of modern times. This race is between the 
accelerating growth of the world’s population and the discovery of ways 
to limit that growth—between the “population explosion,” as it has 


‘hurchmen and public officials in several countries have 
tried to warn of the dangers of runaway population growth. Historian 
Arnold Toynbee, speaking a few weeks ago in Rome at a conference of the 
U.N.’s Food and Agricultural Organization, is the latest to add his voice 

the rising chorus of anxiety. Yet somehow, in spite of such eminent 
testimony, the nature of the threat has so far not been widely under- 
stood. Likewise, although there has been a good deal of talk about 
“birth control pills” and new pharmaceutical preparations, the necessary 
facts have tended to be obscured on the one hand by prudery and 
prejudice and on the other by outright sensationalism. 

This article will survey the whole field of scientific birth control re- 
search and report on the progress—some of it truly extraordinary: 
that is now being made. But before the possible solutions to the problem 
are examined, it is necessary to have a good understanding of the 
cause: of the race itself, of the stakes and of how it began. 


Man that is born of woman is of few days, and full of 
trouble. He cometh forth like a jower, and is cut down; 
he fleeth also like a shadow, and continueth not. 


Job's poignant ery has come down the ages, testimony to Man’s nat- 
ural fragility—"A flower a shadow.” For thousands of years it was 
the lucky child who survived. As late as a hundred years ago parents 
everywhere could expect to lose almost half their children before ma- 
turity, The biblical span of life, “three score and ten,” actually was 
less than half that, and old people were venerated partly because they 
were so rare. Slowly Man's numbers grew, proliting from each major 
advance in knowledge—the development of agriculture, commerce, power, 
machines—until finally, toward the middle of the last century, there 


Then scientific medicine began producing its miracles. Pasteur, Jenner 
and the other great 19th Century medical pioneers launched the conquest 
of infectious diseases. Infant mortality started down, longevity started 
up. Whereas it had taken the first 5,000 years of civilization to raise 
Man's numbers to a billion, it took less than 100 years to double this to 
two billion, the mark reached in the 1920s. To double this once again 
to the four billions expected by 1980 will have taken less than 60 years. 
And if the present rate of in 1) is maintained, the figure 
will begin doubling every 40 years, billions piling on billions in an ex- 
plosive chain reaction of human fertility. 

Dr. Harrison Brown, a geochemist at the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, has taken a fanciful look far ahead and produced a humorously 
macabre picture of how things might be

Some basic facts of life 
and death will show why this is so.

The U.S., for example, with 
a 1.6% annual increase, will double itself to 350 milli n the next 
10 years. But the rates in these countries are still more or less pro- 
portionate to the means.

als, antibiotics and insecticides—have arri

h rate birth rates and primitive economic developments. A 
good example is the big island nation of Ceylon, at the tip of India, 
From ancient times malaria had been the great killer there, After 
World War II the Ceylonese government determined to knock it out 
by a rigorous national health campaign. The death rate thereupon fell 
in only a few years by more than half—but the birth rate stayed as 
high as ever. that Ceylon now has an annual population 
increase approaching 3%, one of the world’s highest. 

What has happened in Ceylon is about to happen to India, where a 

ional health program is being launched and the high death 
z to drop. Since India had a huge population base 
0 millions) before she even began this campaign, the effects 
are going to be magnified correspondingly. If the present birth rate 
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continues, there will be some 775 million Indians 25 years from now 
and by the end of the century at least a billion! 

Almost everywhere one looks in the East the same fantastic erup- 
tion is occurring: Taiwan, the Philippines, Malaya, Siam, Pakistan. 
In Indonesia the island of Java seems headed for a condition not so 
far short of Professor Brown’s nightmare: already there are 1,000 
people to the square mile and still the increase goes on at a rate that 
will soon double the density. As for mainland China, it is increasing 
at the rate of more than a million a month. Forty years from now 
there will be a billion and a half Chinese! Looking elsewhere, one 
finds other eruptive centers in Latin America and Africa. 

Taking all the underdeveloped countries of the world together, the 
U.N, finds them increasing at more than double the rate of the ad- 
vanced nations. Forty years from now the world will be 70% Afro- 
Asian, Adding in some of the Latin American countries, one finds 
that about three fourths of the world’s population will be living in to- 
day’s least developed areas. 

What kind of life can these new billions have? The living standards 
of the present generation are miserably low, and there is heavy pre: 
sure on native political leaders to try to raise them. But it takes time 
to create the means of production, especially in retarded countries 
and more especially by democratic methods. Under such circumstances 
it would be an amazing achievement to increase production 3% a 
year; yet in many places even that would only suffice to maintain the 
present standards of living. What is almost certain to happen instead, 
unless the birth rate falls, is a lowering of standards until human 
misery finally puts a brake on breeding—probably not, however, until 
democracy has been chucked overboard in favor of some form of 
tatorship. The likely choice is Communism, It is instructive, if pain- 
ful, to examine the fruits of our foreign aid programs in this light. 
Except in a few of the old Marshall Plan countries, the recipients 
of our aid have made insignificant gains or even suffered losses in 
living standards over the past decade. 

There is no shortage of solutions, but unfortunately they suffer 
from the same sort of flaw as did Gandhi’s proposal that married 
couples practice permanent continence: a shortage of realism, It has 
been suggested that Australia, which has vast unsettled spaces, be 
used as a catch basin for Asia’s surplus. But Australia already has 10 
million people, a very high rate of increase, and a land that is largely 
barren. And even if it could support 50 millions, the highest estimate, 
and even if the government were to reverse its present “all-white” 
immigration policy and set out to make Australia predominantly 
Asian, this would take care of less than two years of the Asian in- 
crease. Much the same could be said for Africa’s vast spaces: a great 
deal of the land is worthless, or nearly so; the impact of scientific 
medicine will soon cause the usual population explosion, and the 
Africans, with their new nationalist awakening, would be violently 
opposed to massive immigration to their continent by other races. 

Another proposal often heard is that the richer nations, meaning 
primarily the U.S., should undertake an expanded program of tech- 
nical and economic assistance for the underdeveloped nations. But 
this would require a big tax increase and would have about as much 
chance in Congress as a snowball in Delhi. It also has been said that 
there really is no need to worry about a food shortage, because the 
sea contains an endless supply of nutrients which could be harvested 
and converted into edible forms for humans. But such installations 
would be fearfully expensive, and populations would have to be very 
hungry indeed to switch to a diet of plankton and algae. 


An inescapable necessity 


ULIAN HUXLEY, who while head of UNESCO had reason to 

study the situation deeply, has summarized it: “Everything points 
to one conclusion. While every effort must be made to increase food 
production, to facilitate distribution, to conserve all conservable re- 
sources and to shame the ‘have’ nations into a fairer sharing of the 
good things of the world with the ‘have nots,’ this alone cannot pre- 
vent disaster. Birth control is also necessary, on a world scale and as 
soon as possible.” 

If this is so, two issues present themselves. The first is whether 
an effective and practicable method is likely to be widely available in 
time to do much good. The second is whether religious and social 
customs would allow peoples and governments to accept it. We will 
examine the second question first, for essentially it is the more impor- 
tant: nothing will be gained by creating something people will not use. 

Social and religious attitudes toward population control—a better 
term than “birth control” in the present context—vary tremendously, 
of course, but a few rough generalizations are possible. In the crisis 
areas primitive agriculture still is the main way of life, and hence 
children are welcomed for the useful work they can do at an early 
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GIVING OUT INFORMATION on birth control techniques. an Indian 
woman doctor talks to mothers at a family planning center in New Delhi, 
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age. Family relationships are often clanlike or tribal; new additions 
tend to be welcomed as strengthening the clan. There is a high pre- 
mium on boys because they grow to be men who carry on the father’s 
name and work and protect the young and old. Obviously such factors 
will tend to keep birth rates hig! 

This is not to say, however, that these attitudes are unchangeable. 
Similar statements could have been made about American frontier 
life a century ago, but today they would apply only to a few back- 
places. As for religious factors, probably the most powerful 
one is a traditional resignation among the masses “to God’s will.” Yet, 
while all the religions mainly involved—Buddhism, Hinduism, prim- 
itive Animism, Islam and Roman Catholicism—contain elements that 
tend to encourage procreation, none maintains that it ought to be 
unlimited. Protestantism, which has influence in the potentially ex- 
plosive areas of sub-Saharan Africa, is now widely and forthrightly 
in favor of population control. 

Catholic doctrine needs some explanation here, for it tends to be 
misunderstood even by a good many Catholics. According to the 
Code of Canon Law, “The primary end of marriage is the procreat 
and education of children, its secondary end is mutual aid and the 
allaying of concupiscence.” But while Catholics are supposed, with- 
in the limits of reason, to obey the biblical injunction to “be fruitful 
and multiply,” wide flexibility is allowed. As the late Pope Pius XII 
1951, pus reasons, such as those found in the medical, 
», economic and social ations,’ can exempt for a lc 
ne, perhaps even for the whole duration of the marriage, 
this positive duty.”

The Catholic ‘rhythm’ method 


HE approved Catholic method of family limitation is the use of 
woman’s natural “rhythm,” limiting marital relations to those 
when she is presumed to be infertile. As Pope Pius said further: 
affirm the legitimacy and, at the same time, the limits—in truth 
very wide—of a regulation of offspring which, unlike so-called ‘birth 
atrol,’ is compatible with the law of God. One may even hope that 
science will succeed in providing this licit [rhythm] method with a 
sufficiently secure basis.” As this statement implies, the rhythm 
method so far lacks reliability. But it is essential to note that the 
Catholic Church, contrary to widespread misunderstanding, “affirms 
the legitimacy” of family planning. What it objects to is the use of 
anything ex ¢ to achieve this. The Cathe 
disagreement with other religions concerns method, not principle. Tt 
hould be noted also that birth rates are already moderate or even 
rather low in the Cathol curope. In the immediate pop- 
ulation crisis, Catholic doctrine is of concern in only one area, north- 
ern Latin America, and one Far Eastern nation, the Philippines. 
In the other areas birth control movements are in various stages 
of development, as usual beginning in the cities and among the upper 
classes. In a good many places there is still no official recognition 
that a problem exists, but generally, governments are becoming aware 
of it. In a few nations attempts to meet it have already begun. In 
Japan, in fact, the problem has been solved, but the main method used 
— inexpensive legal abortions. on a scale of well over a million a year 
—would be abhorrent to most societies. Mainland China, after em- 
barking on a huge nationwide birth control campaign, abruptly halted

Accordingly we must now consider the other of the issues posed 
earlier: “Is an effective and practicable method likely to be widely 
lable in time to do much good?”

The best method so far 


HE nearest approach so far to really wide practicability is the 

spermicidal vaginal tablet. These seem to be nearly as eff 
as some of the older, more cumbersome methods, and since they 
require no apparatus or sanitary facilities, they can be used under 
almost all living conditions. Cost is a limiting factor so far, but if a

To control it, 
however, will require something fairly close to the “p * contra- 
ceptive: very cheap, very simple, long lasting, nonirr requiring 
no contact with the reproductive organs and applied at a time remote 
from the act itself. As a further ideal characteristic it should be easy 
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for governments to administer in mass campaigns—as easy, say. as 
the mass vaccinations that have contributed so much to the progress 
of “death control 
Surprisingly enough, vaccination itself may turn out to be the 
answer. Just as in the Salk vaccine the injection of inactivated polio 
virus causes the production of antibodies which stay in the blood 
stream and attack any invading live polio virus. so the injection of 
sperm, ova or embryonic tissues may be able to cause the formation 
of specific antibodies which would neutralize later “invasions” of 
these materials. A man inoculated with substances from his own 
sperm might destroy the effectiveness of the sperm he later produces; 
a woman thus inoculated might also neutralize sperm, while with 
the other inoculations she might inactivate her own ova or any 
accidental embryo. Just as in vaccination against disease, immunity 
would be temporary, allowing conception when it wore off, but per- 
haps it could be extended indefinitely by periodic “booster” shot 
Such is the theory. In tests with animals. evidence is accumulating 
that it actually can be made to work this way, and laboratory 
gations are being pushed in several countries, But it is impossible to 

say yet that the method will work in humans, or if so, how soon. 
Such approaches as this are known as “physiologic"—that is, 
events that could occur spontaneously in the body are brought about 
deliberately and manipulated to achieve a given aim. Most present 
research is of this nature. Vaccination is a familiar process to most 
people. But to understand the first definite breakthrough in physiologic 
research, we must deal with some of the more complicated facts of life. 
The basic events of reproduction (diagram, p. 166) are easy enough 
to follow: one or another of a woman's two ovaries produces an egg 
and drops it into its adjacent tube, where sperm deposited by the 
male swim up and fertilize it, The fertile egg begins to multiply while 
at the same time moving down the tube toward the uterus or womb, 
which it enters after three or four days. There the egg implants itself 
and extends an umbilicus through which it feeds. It grows. quickens

each menstrual period. The function of F.S.H, is to stimulate the 


ovaries’ egg-bearing “follicles” so that they will ripen their eggs for 
potential fertilization. About midway in the monthly cycle one of 
these follicles reaches full maturity, whereupon its egg bursts from 
the ovarian wall and into the tube to begin its journey. 

No sooner has ovulation thus taken place than the follicle changes 
form and begins secreting a hormone called progesterone. This sub- 
stance, traveling in the blood stream to the pituitary, signals that 
gland to stop sending out any more F.S.H. Without F.S.H. the remain. 
ing. still immature egg follicles stop growing. Thus the progesterone 
keeps extra, unwanted eggs from developing during the monthly eycle. 
Furthermore. if conception does occur, the secretion continues during 
pregnancy (in the third month the placenta, the sac that surrounds 
the unborn child, takes over the job), thus preventing any new 
eggs from ripening. 

Now, since progesterone can have this egg-inhibiting effect in the 
latter half of every menstrual cycle and in pregnancy, it is reasonable 
to suppose that a woman who received steady doses of it from 
some outside source—in a pill, for instance—could be prevented from 
ovulating at all, And if there were no egg there could be no conception. 


Four astonishing field trials 


HIS simple deduction began to be tested some years ago by sev- 

eral researchers, perhaps most notably Dr. Gregory Pincus, of 
the Worcester (Mass.) Foundation for Experimental Biology, and 
Dr. John Rock, professor emeritus of gynecology at Harvard. These 
two found it generally correct but unreliable: even awkwardly large 
dosages of progesterone failed about 15% of the time, Subsequently 
they interested pharmaceutical houses in the problem, hoping that a 
substance similar to but stronger than natural progesterone could be 
developed. Finally several promising syn*hetic compounds were found. 
Chemically very similar, they are of the general family known as 
“19-norsteroids.” The two chosen for clinical trials are trade-named 
Enovid and Norlutin, manufactured respectively by G. D. Searle and 
Parke, Davis. Since 1956 Drs. Pincus and Rock and their colleagues 
have managed four field trials involving 830 women in Puerto Rico 
is of this substantial evidence they reported that, 
fully, “practically 100% contraception occurs.” 
That this is a sensational achievement goes without saying. The

How- 
ever, assuming that it can at least be made to yield an extremely high 
since in theory it could very well be 100%— the other question 
has to be faced. Is it practicable? 

some ways it approaches the ideal mentioned earl 
consists of nothing but swallowing a pill once a day, beginning on th 
fifth day after the onset of menstruation and continuing for 20 days. 
From one to several days after the last pill is taken, a menstrual-lik 
flow begins. Five days after that the 20-pill series is resumed, and so 
on ad infinitum, If ovulation is wanted, the patient has only to stop 
the pills for a while to revert to normal. 

Although this seems to be simplicity itself, numbers of women 
in the clinical trials found it beyond their mental and emotional 
capacity, and it must be presumed that numbers of Indians, Chinese, 
et_al, would likewise. Another drawback is cost: the pills retail for 
55¢ each or about $11 for a month's supply. Neither of these points 
may be insoluble, of course. It may be possible to design the pill in 
such a way that it could be taken less often, perhaps only once a 
week: already Tyler and Olson have found it just as effective if given 
in half strength. As for cost, no doubt mass production and govern- 
ment distribution could reduce it greatly. 

But there are other fact Jer. A good many of the women 
in the trials reported unpleasant “side effects” such as nausea, head- 
ache, dizziness, gastrointestinal disturbances, cramps and irregular 
bleeding. These reactions are not easy to evaluate, for in many cases 
they stopped when the patient became used to the pill, and some stud- 
ies indicate that the leading cause was not physical anyway but 
logical. The effects are inconsistent and highly individual 
About 55% of the Pincus-Rock women reported a gain in weight but 
20% reported a loss. About a fifth reported a decline in libido, about 
the same number an increase. Despite the complaints, 39% felt im- 
provement in their general health as against 10% who fell worse. In any 
event, real or imaginary, temporary or not, unwelcome side effects 
caused about a third of the women who started treatment to drop out. 
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Are the pills harmful? 


HERE is still one more reason why the pr 1 pills are 
long way from b ion problem in 
underdeveloped areas. They have to be taken under the supervision of 
a doctor, not only because he may be needed to control such un- 
toward effects as irregular bleeding but also because no one really 
knows yet whether long-continued use may cause serious organic 
damage. So far, the Pineus-Rock group has found no sign of it, but 
studies of a larger number of individual women over a much longer 
time will be needed before anyone can say with confidence that the 
pills do not cause the liver, the uterus or the endocrine system to un- 
dergo some kind of slow attrition. 

Nevertheless, when all these reservations have been added up, the 
steroid pill program remains a brilliantly successful example of sci- 
entific insight and collaboration with very big potential results, An in- 
direct one, extraordinarily enough, may be to help put the rhythm 
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method on that “sufficiently secure basis” that Pope Pius XII hoped 
science would provide for the “regulation of offspring.” That would in- 
deed be a great triumph, for if rhythm worked in reality as it should 
in theory, it would be acceptable to almost all couples. It is based on 
three well-established facts of human biology: 1) ovulation ordinarily 
occurs midway in the 28-day female cycle—that is, 14 days after the 
onset of one menstrual period and 14 days before the onset of the 
next; 2) the ovum has a very short life: it must be fertilized within 
about 12 hours or not at all; 3) sperm also have a relatively short life, 
normally not more than about 60 hours. Hence it is theoretically pos- 
ble to avoid pregnancy simply by continence during a period of only 
72 hours, on days 13 through 16. 

But few women are completely regular, even though from 85% to 
90% of adults do not vary more than two days in either direction, To 
allow for this and leave some margin for error, eight to 10 days of 
abstinence are recommended instead of three. Actually even this is 
not enough for complete safety because illness, strong emotion, hard 
exercise and sheer feminine unpredictability can throw the cycle off 
and cause ovulation on almost any day after menstruation. 

Potentially there are two ways to make rhythm “secure.” One is to 
discover some simple, convenient test that a woman could use to 
tell whether she will ovulate within 72 hours. A good deal of work it 
being done on this but without reliable results so far. The other wa: 
to find something to regulate the monthly cycle, and it is here that ster- 
oid chemistry may come up with the answer. A variation of the anti- 
ovulant pills, when given in smaller doses, has shown marked ability to 
regularize the cycle. If refinements can make this work consistently 
and if cost and distribution problems are solved, rhythm would be- 
come feasible wherever women had enough motivation to take the 
pills and to keep track of the dates. The Catholic Church has taken 
no official position on this for its members, but authoritative spokes- 
men believe that therapeutic use of such pills for the correction of 
“eyclic disorder,” leading to “more effective use of periodic conti- 
nence,” could be morally acceptable. Obviously, use of the larger doses 
that would prevent ovulation would not be acceptable. 

Sperm being just as necessary to conception as ova, it is logical to 
look for physiologic methods that could apply to the male as well as 
the female, One promising approach involves the use of drugs called 
nitrofurans and their related compounds, which inhibit the produe- 
tion of sperm. When the treatment (an oral pill or capsule) is stopped, 
normal production is resumed. However, in dosages high enough to be 
effective, these drugs so far cause too many uncomfortable side effects 
to be usable. The new steroids also quite effectively cut down sperm 
production—but they suppress potency and libido and thus are practi- 
cable only for men who desire a life of celibacy. Another method is to 
inject males with certain radioactivelike drugs that settle in the testes 
and destroy the young sperm cells; obviously, this needs expert medi- 
cal supervision. Thus it can be said that these methods work but are 
impracticable. More or less the reverse is true of two other approaches: 
they are wonderfully practicable but will they work? Both are herbal 
remedies, Lithospermum ruderale and Pisum sativum. 


A mystery from Indian peas 


Hoss in practically all times and societies have tried to regu- 

late births, very often with some local plant supposed to possess 
contraceptive properties. On the chance that folk medicine might in 
this case, as in some others, have turned up an important discovery 
by long trial and error, scientists have been collecting and testing 
them. Lithospermum, for instance, is a common prairie plant from 
which Indians of the Southwest brewed a tea drunk by both men and 
women for its temporary infertilizing effect. Although researchers 
have been working with it for some years now, they are nearly as baf- 
fled as when they started. It does seem to inhibit conception in labora- 
tory animals but not unless it is fed in huge quantities—and the in- 
hibitor, whatever it is, has yet to be isolated, 

Some of the same doubts and hopes surround Pisum Satiowm, an 
imposing name behind which lurks the common garden pea. Sev- 
eral years ago Dr. S. N. Sanyal, a Calcutta physician, heard that rats 
kept experimentally on a diet of peas produced no litters. He set out 
to find the causative factor in the hope that it could be applied to 
humans. He found it—or at least he thinks he did—in a chemical com- 
bination called meta-xylohydroquinone. During 1953-55 he tested it 
clinically on more than 700 women. Conception was by no means 
halted, but according to his report it was reduced by about 50%. Sub- 
sequently, Dr. Sanyal has said, limited experiments with men indicate 
that it reduces the sperm count and may be about 50% effective when 
used as a male contraceptive. 

‘A contraceptive that is only 50% effective will quite certainly 
gain no users among advanced peoples, who have access to devices 
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that come close to being 100% effective, but it could have great po: 
tential importance in the emerging countries. Specifically in India’s 
case, a recent study shows that even if the country’s economic plans 
go forward rapidly and successfully, by 1986 the present trends in 
birth and death rates will have caused income per capita to start fall- 
ing 1% a year. But if human fertility could be reduced by only 50% 
starting now, that same year would find enough economic gains to in- 
crease per capita income by 60% 

In other words, if Dr. Sanyal’s compound really works as well as 
his figures indicate, it could go far toward changing India’s future— 
if i widely used. As for that, it would seem to be one of the 
ptable of all methods. The whole treatment con of 
swallowing two capsules a month, one each on the 16th and 2lst 
days of the cycle. 

Unfortunately, all this may turn out to be a mirage. W 
tists have not been able to duplicate any of Dr. San 
tests with laboratory animals. Moreover, they find his statistical meth- 
ods vague and, by their own standards, outrageously unscientific. 
His own Indian colleagues are deep! ical, Still—as almost every- 
one is prepared to admit—he may have something. The Indian gov- 
ernment has authorized a program to test the preparation on a truly 
mass scale, But nothing has been done actually to start this program. 
Until some such test is made, Dr. Sanyal’s famous pea pill will re- 
main an intriguing mystery. 

Along with the various ideas for preventing conception, any real- 
istic discussion of family limitation has to take into account potentia 
methods for preventing embryonic development. Probably they would 
not be acceptable in most Western countries. but in some other 
societies they would be welcomed. Since the fertilized egg spends 
several days in the ovarian tube before descending to the womb, the 
tube is the first location for these attempts. A chemical compound 
known as MER-25, investigated by Drs. Warren Nelson and Sheldon 
Segal at the Rockefeller Institute, has been dramatically successful 
in laboratory animals and has undergone some preliminary tests in 
humans. If it or a related substance proves as efficacious in humans 
as in the test animals, pills taken for a day or two after each coitus 
would prevent development of a fertilized egg. There would be no 
change in the menstrual cycle, no interference with hormonal activ- 
ities and, so far as can be foreseen, no physical side effects of any kind. 

Oddly enough MER-25 works only in the tube and hence has to be 
taken before the egg reaches the uterus. Other chemicals act after 
the egg is in the uterus, but at present they are far from being prac- 
ticable since they risk producing unpleasant side effects. 
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Intricate and subtle mechanics 


UCH are the approaches that show the most obvious chances of 

leading to concrete results in a foreseeable time. But they do not 
even begin to finish the possibilities. As Biologist Paul S. Henshaw 
has commented, “When we know the balances of hormonal, enzymic 
and other factors, and the multiplicity of precise conditions which 
must be met at numerous locations, it appears little short of miracu- 
lous that reproduction should ever be successful.” In the intricate 
and subtle mechanics that produce sperm and ova and finally bring 
them into union, nearly every step is theoretically vulnerable to inter- 
ference. The difficulty is that knowledge about how and when and 
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where all the elements react on one another is still fragmentary. 

With the necessity for finding some answer to the population prob- 
lem, the secrets at last are being searched out. The Planned Parent- 
hood Federation of America supports important research and acts as 
well as an information and planning center for many scientific and 
laymen’s organizations. But it is fitting that the chief backer of the 
search should be John D. Rockefeller 3rd. The Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, founded by his grandfather, has played a tremendous part in 
spreading the public health principles that have done so much to 
lower death rates and thus to bring about the pr After 
seeing the developing problem at firsthand during h Rocke- 
feller in 1953 founded the Population Council to encourage i 
dealing with it. Subsequently the Ford Foundation and several others 
have contributed, enabling the council to operate with a present 
budget of more than $1 million a year. The problem is broad, includ- 
ing fellowships for training foreign students in demography (the study 
of populations in relation to resources) but with nearly half the mon- 
ey allocated to medical research under Dr. Warren Nelson. 

Dr. Nelson, who is himself a leading authority on many as 
reproduction, is decidedly optimistic about solving the scient 
of the problem. Not many years from now, he think 
not one but several simple, acceptable new methods. They will be in 
the form of pills and probably also of injections. He says, “Now we 
can only guess as to their nature. I wouldn’t bet on any particular one 
of the things we are working on, but I would bet that if they don’t 
succeed something else will, probably something better than anything 
we presently know about.” With a definitive breakthrough so tant 
hopes to expand his prc 
ties he sees. He could profitably use two or thre

With this he would expect success “maybe in five 
years, almost certainly within 10.”

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were a per issue average of 121,000 subscription transfers from the defunct 
Household magazine, which defined itself to ABC as a “home service magazine for 
families with houses, lawns and gardens." (Actually, the ABC statement showed that 
by late June these transfers had reached a total of some 490,000 or around 10% 

of the Post's total subscriptions.) Of course such subscription transfers represent 
a perfectly legitimate method of raising circulation totals. The numbers involved 
may make such a method seem worthwhile. The test is whether the apples (the 
defunct magazine's circulation) can be turned lastingly into oranges (the going 
magazine's circulation). Furthermore, an advertiser may ask why he should buy this 
circulation at a higher cost per thousand when previously he didn't purchase this 


same circulation in the defunct magazine at a mch lower rate. 


Some Further Light on Renewal Techniques 


So much for magazines! different ways of obtaining circulation. Another point 
on which there has always been considerable confusion is subscription arrearage. 

"Copies in arrears", as shown on an ABC statement, are expired subscriptions 
which the ABC permits its member publications to service for a period of up to 
three months while still being included as part of total net paid circulation. A 
subscription in arrears is therefore similar in concept to an insurance policy 
premium during its "grace period" -- a policy still legally in being, subject to 
fulfillment in a stipulated time period. 

The ABC, like the nation's insurance companies, has valid reasons for 
permitting the continuance of this relationship between publishers and their 
subscribers. It is a fact of circulation operations that it is more profitable to 
renew a subscription that it is to solicit a new one. It is also a fact that a 
subscriber is a great deal more likely to renew when he is getting regular delivery 
of the magazine. 

So, making use of arrears, or "gracing", has long been an ABC-sanctioned practice 
of the trade. Incidentally, the soundness and value to the communications industry 
of present ABC arrearage practices were again re-examined and re-affirmed at this 
Fall's regular ABC advertiser-agency meeting. 

Use of gracing has been a standard LIFE practice -- as it also is with such 
magazines as TIME, Reader's Digest, Look, etc. -- from our earliest years. For the 
first six months of this year the figure for LIFE was 4.6%. (The percentage for 
the Reader's Digest was also .6%.) The LIFE arrearage figure for the second six 


months of this year is running less than 1.5% of total subscriptions. 


Whether or not it is economical for a magazine to carry arrearage depends on 
the cost of the magazine, the cost of delivering it to subscribers and -- most of 
all -- on the ability of the magazine to renew a substantial number of subscriptions. 

As I have written you earlier in these letters, reflecting the public's 
unprecedented interest in and anticipation for LIFE's superb editorial product, our 
circulation is now averaging over six and a half million copies a week -- up nearly 
half a million copies over last year. We see this belief in the imaginative 
presentations of our editors in the form of a tremendous business in new subscriptions 
and renewals coming to us from all sources — direct mail, inserts in our own 
magazine, etc. It is also reflected in our newsstand sales, which for seven 
consecutive months have run well ahead of the comparable issues last year and far 
above the newsstand sales increase of the magazine industry as a whole. We contime 
to regard newsstand sales as being the best method of exposing potential new buyers 
to the magazine. We also do all we can to convert newsstand buyers to subscribers 
as quickly and advantageously as possible. 


Keep these Questions Coming to Us 


Summing up, LIFE's circulation aim is to give our advertisers a high class 
market with demonstrated buying power and with a high percentage of repeat buyers 


and readers, We accomplish this in a profitable way. We do not claim to know 


all the circulation answers for all publications but we do know what works well 


for us, At the same time, we will continue to experiment with new marketing 
techniques designed to keep LIFE's circulation practices and results up to the 
highest possible standards. We are convinced that these standards and this 
flexibility pay off for you, as well as for us. So, naturally, we hope you will 


keep up the questions. We want you to have the right answers.
